“There are many men in New York 
city who could formerly boast of a 
peculiar distinction, that are now 
designated in police circles as members 
of t h e ‘Order of Lost Nerves,' " said 
Detective Billy Pinkerton.

were once the flow ers of the profession 
of crooks, but long terms of imprison­ 
ment took the sand all out of them.” 
“W hat is the real cause of the de­ 
pression in the bank-burgling indus­ 
try?” 
“The decay of the bank-burglar, 
chiefly, though the improvements in 
safes may have had some influence. 
Still, mechanical safeguards would not 
be so effective as they seem to be if the 
bank-robbers of to-day hail the inge­ 
nuity of those of former times. 
Blit 
now you can count on your finger­ 
nails all tire first-class burglars of that 
grade who are not dead, in prison for 
long terms, or nerveless because of 
long imprisonment. 
There are just 
as many burglars as ever, but the 
genius of the profession appears to 
have died out. 
There are no such 
men as Scott and Dunlap, the North­ 
ampton bank-robbers: Joe Howard, 
Hope, and Brady, and Johnny Dobbs. 
Of these, Scott is dead, Dunlap is 
serving a long sentence in Massachu­ 
setts, and so is Dobbs; ourpeoj;lecon­ 
victed Joe How'ard in 
Coldwater, 
Mich.; Brady is doing seventeen years 
in New York; Hope is in San Quentin 
for an attem pted robbery in San 
Francisco; big Frank McCoy is a race­ 
track ‘to u t’ a n d a ‘bum’ in New* Yolk, 
and so tho record could be filled up for 
pages.” 
“Do you anticipate a revival of 
higher grades of burglary?” 
“No; it will never occur. The rising 
generation of thieves is destitute of 
the intelligence necessary to make the 
exact plans arid the close calculations 
without which it is foolish to attempt 
to rob a bank. 
They are naturally 
and professionally of a grade too low 
for the business. Then they get no en­ 
couragement from the old-timers who 
are living out of prison. 
Such men, 
after serving long terms, have no 
heart for stealing. 
The best proof of 
the fact th a t bank-burglars no longer 
exercise much influence on the fears 
of capitalists is to be found in the fact 
th a t our agency has been for some 
time arranging for the employment of 
its operatives in other fields. 
So far 
as the bank burglars are concerned, 
there is, practically, nothing for us to 
do, and as the race is rapidly becom­ 
ing extinct this feature of our business 
promises to disappear entirely before 
long.”—Chicago News

On Townsend street, on the hill,says 
The Pittsburg Commercial Gazette, 
lives Mrs. Isabella Law, aged 87. 
The 
old lady is piquant and remarkably live­ 
ly for such un elderly person. 
Caress­ 
ing her canary yesterday, she turned 
upon the reporter an eye filled with life, 
and said: “ You have come to hear me 
talk?” Acknowledging the fact, the 
reporter led the old lady to converse, 
and she straightway went to the point, 
as follows. 
“I remember the coming of Lafay­ 
ette well. The people came to our place 
at Braddock, and I never saw a jollier 
crowd. 
The whole neighborhood was 
filled with horses and carriages used by 
the people to come there, as we had no 
railroads then. 
Lafayette was an old 
man then, and the trip on a flatboat 
had worried him. My husband, James 
Law, had gone to the boat to get them 
on shore, and I remember he told me 
the general fell in the water and spoiled 
his breeches while trying to land. 
Wo 
had a band then.” 
The old lady laughed at her recollec­ 
tion of the band, and her eyes seemed 
to look back over the years and find a 
gratification in the memory. 
She con­ 
tinued: “There were four horns, and 
the man who had the big one made me 
laugh, for some person had cut a po­ 
tato and put it into his horn, and he 
could not blow it; and what with the 
ducking the general got and the lack of 
music his landing was a very tame af­ 
fair. 
His visit was to Cen. Gibson's 
widow, and she came to me and bor­ 
rowed all my cups and saucers and tea­ 
spoons for the occasion, and the gener­ 
al's son carried one of my teaspoons 
to France. I made a pudding that day 
for Mrs. Gibson of whortleberries. We 
made it in a large earthen pot, and 
when it was placed on the table it broke 
scalded John Stylesworth. 
He 
married the first McCandless who came 
here. 
Gen. Lafayette arose at the ta­ 
ble and said: T like pie, and I like 
American pie, but this is too much pie,’ 
and then everybody laughed. 
“ We had church services next day, 
and the church was four miles from the 
house, and, of course, we ail put on our 
ribbons, and I had a nice cap, and my 
husband had bought me a pair of nice 
shoes, and I and two other ladies 
started for church, and we went bare­ 
footed through the fields, intending to 
strike near the church and then put on 
our finery and play the lady. 
It was 
hot, and wo stopped in the woods to 
bathe our feet, and while doing so we 
were startled by a yell, and we ran and 
never stopped until we entered the 
church, and there we were a sight, 
sure. 
They were singing, -Come, Thou 
Fount of every Blessing, and they just 
flopped singing and laughed at us,and 
Lafayette, laughed too. 
Oh, I felt aw­ 
ful bad; but you see, I could not come 
out, for they would soc my face, and 
so I had to stand it 
I shall never for­ 
get the preaching that day. 
It was old 
Elder \V lison, and it just seemed as if 
he preached at my bare feet all the 
time. 
“ The general's father came to me 
that night aud told me that his father 
was tired and restive from the action 
of some of the Pittsburghers,aud want­ 
ed to get away. 
lie asked mc to talk 
to the general and get him to go on the 
next day. aud I did sa He was talking 
to Mrs. Gibson, aud I went right up to 
him and said, T want to see you,' and 
he smiled and led me to a scat, aud, 
would you believe it? I only had a cal­ 
ico wrapper on, and then he said, I am 
tired, but your people are kind, and 
therefore I do not feel it 
“I have heard them say it was not in 
1825 when he came here, but I know it 
was, for my baby was born that year, 
aud so I know iu” 
A confusion of memories here took 
posession of the old lady, and she 
seemed to be lost in dreaming of tho 
tirno sixty years ago.

Liability of Auctioneers. 
Tho following statem ent of the law 
as to tho liability of auctioneers upon 
sales made by 
them without dis­ 
closing the names of their principals 
was made by Judge Robinson, of tho 
I beard 
Maryland Court of Appeals: 
“ Wo take the law to lie well settled 
that one selling properly as an agent 
without disclosing the name of the 
principal binds himself personally. In 
such ca-es the purchaser has the right 
to rely upon the responsibility of the 
agent by whom the sale is made, aud 
is not obliged to rely upon the respon­ 
sibility of an unknown aud perhaps ir­ 
responsible principal. 
The same rule 
applies to sales made by auctioneers. 
| W hether the doctrine of implied w ar­ 
ranty of title attaches to a sale made 
bv an au dion.* *r, for tho broach of 
* which ho would be liable for uuliqui- 
j dated damages, is a question not nec­ 
essary to be decided in this case. 
Bo 
th s as it may, as it is clear, we think, 
both on reason aud authority, that if a 
I sale is made bv an auctioneer without 
! disclosing the name of the owner, and 
j the property is afterward claimed by 
I a super.or title, the purchaser may, in 
i an action of money had and received, 
I recover the purchase monev of tho 
auctioneer.

an entire fa lure of consideration, and 
I tho sale having been made by the auc- 
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Ren ate—B ills were introduced for th^ un­ 
lim ited coinape of silver dollars; providing 
for determ ining the existence and rem oval 
of president ial disability; for the paym ent 
of liounty to certain discharged soldiers:

“So far back as Hanson vs. Kober- 
dean, Peake’s N. I*. C., 12b, Lord K» n- 
yon said, ‘that though where an aue* 
liver names his principal, it is not 
proper that he should be liable to an 
action, yet it is a very different ease 
when the auctioneer sells tho commo­ 
dity without saying on whose behalf 
he sells it; in such a case tho purchas­ 
er is entitled to look to him personally 
for the completion of the contract. 
“ We have not been able to find a 
single case rn conflict with tho ru*e 
thus laid dew n. 
O utlie contrary, it 
is sustained by all the subsequent de­ 
cisions. both iii England aud in this 
country: Jones vs. Litlledale, 6 Adolph 
A Ellis. 486; Mills vs. Huut, 20 Wend. 
431; Frank vs. Lamond, 4 C. 
B. 637. 
And in all the tcxt-books tho principle 
is laid down iii the broadest term. 
In 
his work on Agency, Judge Story 
says: ‘Thus where a contract is made 
with an auctioneer fur ttie purchase of 
goods at public sale, and no disclosure 
is made of the principal on whose Ixj- 
half tho commodity is sold, tho auc­ 
tioneer will be liablu to the purchaser 
to complete tho 
contract, although 
from the nature of public sales it is 
plain that he acts as agent only,’ 
ry on Agency, Sec. 207. 
“In Bab ngton on Auctions, 
Lib. Vol. 9, Sec. 185, the rule is 
laid down: ‘W here an auctioneer does 
not disclose the name of his principal 
at tho time of His saie he is personally 
liable to an action for damages for not 
completing the contract.’ ”

th e h om estead law s of the U nited S ta te s, 
and w as sold under inort age a year before 
th e h om esteader had resided thereon ,

“There are many men in New York

Detective Billy Pinkerton. 
“They 
were once the flowers of the profession i 
of crooks, but long t e r m s of imprison- ] 
ment took the sand all out of them .” , 
“W hat is the real cause of the de­ 
pression in the bank-burgling indus­ 
try?” 
“The decay of the bank-burglar, 
chiefly, though the improvements in 
safes m ay have had some influence. 
Still, mechanical safeguards would not 
be so effective as they seem to lie iff lie 
bank-robbers of to-day luid the inge­ 
nuity of those of former times. 
But 
now you can count on your finger­ 
nails all t trr first-class burglars of that 
grade who are not dead, in prison tor 
long terms, or nerveless because of 
long imprisonment. 
There are iust 
as m any burglars as ever, but the 
genius of the profession appears to 
have died out. 
There are no such 
men as Scott and Dunlap, the North­ 
am pton bank-robbers; Joe Howard, 
Hope, and Brady, and Johnny Dobbs. 
Of these, Scott is dead, Dunlap is 
serving a long sentence in M assachu­ 
setts, and so is Dobbs; our people con­ 
victed Joe 
Howard in 
Coldwater, 
Mich.; Brady is doing seventeen years 
in New Y’ork; Hope is in San Quentin 
for an attem pted robbery 
in San 
Francisco; big Frank McCoy is a race­ 
track ‘to u t’ and a ‘bum ’ in New York, 
and so tho record could be filled up for 
pages.” 
“Do you anticipate a revival of 
higher grades of burglary?” 
“No; it will never occur. The rising 
generation of thieves is destitute of 
the intelligence necessary to make the 
exact plans and the close calculations 
w ithout which it is foolish to attem pt 
to rob a bank. 
They are naturally 
and professionally of a grade too low 
for the business. Then they get no en­ 
couragement from the old-timers who 
are living out of prison. 
Such men, 
after serving long terms, 
have no 
heart for stealing. 
The best proof of 
the fact th at bank-bnrglars no longer 
exercise much influence on the fears 
of capitalists is to be found in the fact 
th at our agency has been for some 
tim e arranging for the em ploym ent of 
its operatives in other fields. 
So far 
as the bank burglars are concerned, 
there is, practically, nothing for us to 
do, and as the race is rapidly becom­ 
ing extinct this feature of our business 
promises to disappear entirely before 
long.”—Chicago News.

The modern barracks have admirable 
sanitary arrangements, baths, libra­ 
ries, fives courts, and gymnasiums; in 
fact, are so com fortable th at m any of 
the men do not go outside for days to ­ 
gether. 


Street Cars in Paris. 
The street car system of Paris is as 
m arly perfect as human ingenuity can 
make it. 
The cars run on T irons, 
about eight inches high, placed on 
concrete. 
This keeps them always 
even. 
Hence, riding on a Paris car is 
so noiseless that one can talk in a 
whisper, and you can read your paper 
without having your heart bounced 
into your hat every now and theu. 
Froni tho platform a steep stairway 
leads to the tup, where sixteen pooplo 
can find seats, an iron railing serving 
as protection. 
As soon as a passen­ 
ger steps on tho platform tho fact is 
registered by the conductor. 
When 
every seat is full a sign, “ Complet, ’ 
is turned down, and no ruoro will be 
admitted. 
Hence, no one ever rides 
in a Paris car without a seat. 
It 
makes no difference whether you have 
been late through following dear old 
Lamb's advice, to digest your dreams, 
you have to wait. 
You may swear 
that your house is on tiro or your bull 
pup has the mumps. 
You will just 
have to wait. 
Of course, in such a 
case one of the fifteen thousand cabs 
in the city will soon accommodate 
you for 25 cents. 
The fare is 6 cents 
inside and 3 ceuts on top of the cars. 
Every half mile there is a station, 
where tho car stops. 
\\ hen 
the 
weather is bad the cars become quick­ 
ly crowded, and you may see three or 
four of them go by with tho tantaliz­ 
ing sign 
“Complet ’ 
hanging 
out. 
Then you go to the station aud take a 
ticket with your number on it. 
\N ben 
tho car comes the conductor calls one, 
two, three, etc., 
according to the 
number of places ho has unoccupied. 
The remainder of the passengers have 
to wait for the next. 
There is no 
crowding, no 
fussing, and no left- 
handed English flaunted about. 
All 
goes serene as Izaak W alton’s fishing. 
Every Frenchman knows and obeys 
th© rules, and the American has to 
obey, even though be may lire at the 
conductor 
with 
Capt. 
Corcoran s 
“dam m it.” 
Paris has any quantity of fat wo­ 
men. 
Fat? 
They just roll! 
I alii 
about jour Billinsgate women; they 
are 
big, but 
the 
women of 
the 
“H ailes,” the great union market of 
Paris, can go them one bigger. 
A\ ell, 
it’s crying funny to see one of these 
oliy,

in a way unp asantly suggestive of 
snakes.

‘•Frogs!’’ was the lumr-ely-whispered 
answer, aud the hand supportiug tho 
sack was raised as a signal. 
The reporter stopped aud the frog 
tishermad took a step nearer the ditch 
aud softly lowered his pole. 
The end 
of tho line disappeared among the flags, 
there was a in inout of silence.the polo 
darted to one sale,was suddenly jerked 
upward, and with a surprised “chunk” 
au immense green bulhrog lay sprawl­ 
ing in the road at the fisherman's feet. 
Before froggic could gather his facul­ 
ties and hop away the man seized him, 
opened liis sack, and thrust his slimy 
captive iu among the mass.

ular.v as a profession. During the seas­ 
on tin*}* make enough to live comfort­ 
ably through me winter. 
An expert 
lisiierrauQ will catch from five to twen- 
ty-iivo dozen per day. The early morn­ 
ing and evening are the best fishing 
hours. 
The implements necessary to 
pursue the cuii.ng successfully are a 
pair of high-topped boots, a belt and 
sack, and a pole and line. 
Affixed to 
the end of the line is a grapnel made 
by soldering the shanks of three or four 
fishhooks together. 
Armod with this 
and equipped as above, the fisherman 
is ready. 
Stagnant ditches are the hunting 
grounds, and th y are found in abun­ 
dance in “The Neck,” along the Dela­ 
ware River on both sides, and among 
the swumps and bogs of interior New 
Jersey. 
A frog fisherman must have a 
supple wrist aud a quick eye. 
He uses 
no bait, but steals quietly along the 
ditch, rod iu h md, carefully scrutiniz­ 
ing every sec.u ted spot. When he spies 
a frog iie uoisc.csly lowers his pole un­ 
til tho grapnel touches froggic. 
Then 
with a combined sido and upward jerk 
ho impales the frog on one of the sharp 
hooks. 
In removing the hook care is 
taken not to injure the game, for dead 
fro^s are of uo use. 
The result of a 
day’s hunt is confined in a large tank 
at the home of tho fisherman, where 
they are fed on com-meal until sold. 
Large restaurauts are the principal pur­ 
chasers. 
Prices vary according to the 
size of the frog. 
Tho smallest bring 25 
cents per dozen; the largest $3 per doz­ 
en. 
Tho season lasts from May until 
September. 


In every town in Vermont you hear 
stories of the wildest kind of liberality.

On Townsend street, on the hill,says 
The Pittsburg 
Commercial 
Gazette, 
lives Mrs. Isabella Law, aged 87. 
Tho 
old lady is piquant and remarkably live­ 
ly for such an elderly person. 
Caress­ 
ing her canary yesterday, she turned 
upon the reporter an eye filled with life, 
and said: “ You have come to hear me 
talk?” Acknowledging the fact, 
tho 
reporter led the old lady to converse, 
and she straightway wont to the point, 
as follows. 
“I remember the coming of Lafay­ 
ette well. The people came to our place 
at Braddock, and i never saw a jollier 
crowd. 
The whole neighborhood was 
filled with horses and carriages used by 
the people to come there, as wo had no 
railroads then. 
Lafayette was an old 
man then, and the trip on a flatboat 
had worried him. My husband, James 
Law, had gone to the boat to get them 
on shore, and I remember ho told me 
the general fell in the water and spoiled 
his breeches while trying to land. 
We 
had a band then.” 
The old lady laughed at her recollec­ 
tion of the band, and her eye3 seemed 
to look back over the years and find a 
gratification in tho memory.

tinued: “There were four horns, and 
the man who bad the big one made me 
laugh, for some person bad cut a po­ 
tato and put it into his horn, and he 
could not blow it; and what with the 
ducking tho general got and the lack of 
music his landing was a very tame af­ 
fair.

hot, and wo stopped in tho woods to 
bathe our feet, and while doing so wo 
were startled by a yell, and we ran and 
never stopped until we entered the 
church, and there wo were a sight, 
sure. 
They were singing, *Come, 'Thou 
Fount of every Blessing,’ and they just 
Hopped singiug and laughed at us,and 
Lafayette, laughed too. 
Oh, I felt aw­ 
ful bad; but you see, I could not come 
out, for they would soe my face, and 
so 1 had to stand it 
1 shall never for­ 
get the preaching that day. 
It was old 
Elder VV ilson, and it just seemed as if 
he preached at my bare feet all the 
time. 
“The goueral’s father came to me 
that night and told me that his father 
was tired and restive from the action 
oi some of the Pittsburghers,and want­ 
ed to get away, 
lie asked me to talk 
to the general and get him to go on the 
next day. and I did so.

Liability of Auctioneers. 
The following statement of tho law 
as to tho liability of auctioneers upon 
sales made by 
them without dis­ 
closing tho names of their principals 
was made by Judge Robinson, of tho 
Maryland Court of Appeals: 
“ Wo take tho law to bo well settled 
that one selling properly as an agent 
without disclosing the name of tho 
principal binds hiiusclf personally'. In 
such cases tho purchaser has the right 
to rely upon the responsibility of the 
agent by whom the sale is made, and 
is not obliged to rely upon the respon­ 
sibility of an unknown and perhaps ir­ 
responsible principal. 
Th© same rule 
applies to sales made by auctioneers. 
Whether tho doctrine of implied war­ 
ranty of title attaches to a sale made 
by an auctioneer, for tho breach of 
which lie would be liable for unliqui­ 
dated damages, is a question not nec­ 
essary to be deeded in this case. 
Bo 
this as it may, as it is clear, we think, 
both on reason and authority, that if a 
sale is made by an auctioneer without 
disclosing the name of tlie owner, and 
the property is afterward claimed by 
a super.or title, tho purchaser may, in 
an action of money had and received, 
recover tho purchase money of the 
auctioneer. 
There is In such a case 
an entire failure or consideration, and 
tho sale having been made by the auc­ 
tioneer, the only person known as 
vendor, it is but just and right that ho 
should be answerable to the purchaser. 
There is certainly no hardship in this 
rule of law, 
because tho auctioneer 
knows tho person on account of whom 
the goods are sold, and has it in his 
power to protect hirnself against loss. 
Any other rule would not only bo a 
Iraud on the purchaser, but destruct­ 
ive of all confidence in auction sales. 
“So far back as Hanson vs. Kober- 
dean, Peake’s N. P. C.. 120, Lord Ken­ 
yon said, ‘that though where an auc* 
neer names his principal, it is not 
proper that he should be liable to an 
action, yet it is a very different case 
when the auctioneer sells tho commo­ 
dity’ without saying on whose behalf 
ho sells it; in such a case the purchas­ 
er is entitled to look to him personally 
for the completion of tho contract. 
“ We have not been able 
to find * 
single case in conflict with 
the ru.e 
thus laid down. 
On the contrary, 
it 
is sustained by all the subsequent de­ 
cisions, both in England and in this 
country: Jones vs.Littleda.le, 6 Adolph 
& Ellis, 486; Mills vs. Hunt. 20 Wend. 
431; Frank vs. Larnond, 4 C. 
B. 
637. 
And in all the text-books tho principle 
is laid down in the broadest term. 
In 
his work on Agency, Judge Story 
says: ‘Thus where a contract is made 
with an auctioneer for the purchase of 
goods at public sale, and no disclosure 
is made ol the principal on whoso l>e- 
half the commodity is sold, the auc­ 
tioneer will be liable to tho purchaser 
to complete tho 
contract, although 
from the nature of public sales it is 
plain that he acts as agent only,’ Sto­ 
ry on Agency, Sec. 267. 
“ In Babington on Auctions, 
Law 
Lib. Vol. 9, Sec. 1 Ho, the rule is thus 
laid down: ‘Where an auctioneer does 
not dii-close the name '*f bis principal 
at tho time of iiis sale he is personally 
liable to an action for damages for not 
completing the contract.’ ’’
